Von A rnim ’s Attempt 


to Break British 


Lines Fails 


(By Associated Ureas) 
Again there baa come a pause 
in the battle of Flanders where 
the ground everywhe re la covered 
with tho gray clad bodies o f Ger­ 
man dead, and tho British ami 
French are holding securely to 
all their positions. 
From prmturtray until well Into 
Monday 
night General von 
Ar- 
n I til's forces continued their ef­ 
forts to break the British lines 
on the Ypres salient and to press 
back tho British and French from 
the high ground to the southwest, 
but everywhere their efforts were 
fruitless. 
T ru e they gained their 
objective 
and 
again 
captured 
Lucre, but a cou nter thrust forced 
them out again, and at last ac­ 
counts the Fre nch were holding 
the village. 
In the hilly region 
just to th e north of Lucre the 
British also pushed back the en­ 
e m y at several 
points, 
notably 
between R o m m e l 
and 
LaClytte. 
Much of the snap of the German 
attacking forces had been absent 
from the m a n o e u v e r they have 
been carrying out in Flanders un­ 
der the stiffened line of tho en­ 
tente troops which has been ap­ 
parent since last Sunday. 
T o the 
south near A m ie n s aud to east 
around N ovoid the 
enem y 
like­ 
wise lins failed in all his attempts 
to push further 
forward. 
The 
British

afternoon and evening met with 
no m ore success than the e n e m y ’s 
futile and costly attempts earlier

Not only did tho British and 
French maintain their positions at 
virtually all parts in the face of 
furious onslaughts, but during the 
night reclaimed 
several bits of 
territory on which the enemy had 
succeeded in getting a hold. 
Lorre had again fallen into Ger­ 
man hands late yesterday, hut tho 
French once more made a dashing 
counter drive arni thrust tho e n ­ 
emy o u t of this important place. 
T h e

this morning were to all intents 
the sa m e as when the Germans 
surged forward yesterday and in 
front of the defending positions 
gray uniformed men lav in great 
numbers, representing the awful 
price paid by the Germans. 
North of R om m el the British 
and 
French, countering in 
con­ 
junction 
also 
pushed 
forward 
so m ew h at during the night and 
bettered their positions, 
At one 
time yesterday the Germans actu­ 
ally had some men on the lower 
slopes of both Mont Rouge and 
the Seherpenberg, after they suc­ 
ceeded in driving a small wedge 
into the French line between these 
two 
elevations. 
Fierce fighting 
continued about Loere all day and 
the en em y sacrificed grea? n u m ­ 
bers 
of men 
in 
an 
attempt to 
push thru here. 
In the meantime 
the flanks were holding brilliant­ 
ly against successive shocks. 
A 
particularly bitter battle was wag­ 
ed astride the 
Kemmel-Laclytte 
h ig hw ay near the junction of the 
French and British. 
Here the rn 
piny tried his 
favorite trick of 
dividing the two forces but 
lie 
found no weak spots. 
At Ridge 
wood west of Voormezeele, heavy 
fighting also continued

Recently th e following letter, 
issued by C. F. Adams, president 
of the Tike’s P e a k Ocean to Ocean 
highway, was sent to Ii. A. Scheid- 
ker. secretary of the Illinois an d 
Missouri division of the highway. 
This letter calls attention to th e 
use of tile highw ay by the govern­ 
ment for motor trucks ami copies 
have been sent to various officers 
along the right of way.
